charges. 


Mr. Truman dedicated the new Washington headquarters of- the 


American Legion last night with an attack on those he said "are try- 
ing to create fear and suspicion among us by the use of slander, un- 
proved accusations and just plain lies." 


Senator Benton (D-Conn) promply nominated McCarthy as the 


object of the attack. Benton has 
proposed that the senate formally 
consider ousting • the Wisconsin 
senator. 


McCarthy, accepting the desig- 


nation, flung a challenge back at 
the president. He said: 


"If Truman wants to make the 


t fight against Comnfunism—which 
riie calls 'McCarthyism'—an Issue 
in the campaign, I will welcome it. 
It will give the people a chance to 
choose between Americanism or a 
.rsombination of Trumanism and 
Communism." 


Senator Humphrey (D.-Minn.) 


said the president told him in ad- 
vance he would make a "rip- 
snorting" speech. In his speech, 
Mr. Truman assailed people he 
said claim to be against Com- 
munism out are "chipping away at 
cor basic freedoms just as insid- 
iously and far more effectively 
than the Communists have ever 
been able to do." 


Senator Taft of Ohio, mentioned 


as a possible Republican presiden- 
tial candidate next year, told a re- 
porter he regards Mr. Truman as 
the "hysterical" one.

Jail Warden Philip Scanlan and 


Sheriff John E. Babb issued the 
"shoot to kill" order. Babb per- 
sonally offered a $1,000 reward for 
Williams' capture—dead or alive. 


A short time after he escaped, 


Williams attempted to hold up a 
motorist about a mile from the 
jaiL A policeman opened fire on 
.Williams-and he fled. 


Later scores , of police in more 


than a dozen-squad cars surround- 
ed a rooming house on the south 
side when it was discovered Wil- 
liams^ had been there at the home 
of his uncle, William Hawkins, in 
search of a pair of shoes. It was 
not known why he was bare- 
footed. 


Hawkins said Williams couldn't 


find any shoes to fit him. Just 
then a squad car arrived and Wil- 
liams fled. 


"This man is so desperate he 


never will be taken alive," Warden 
Scanlan said. 


The 
warden 
said Raymond 


Jenko, 20, white, who also was sen- 
tenced to die for murder, was 
seized in Williams' cell in the 
death row. He said Williams and' 
Jenko were together in the escape 
plot, but that Jenko remained in 
the cell.

Glum Exodus From Academy Marks Start 
Of Greatest Mass Expulsion in History 


West Point, N. Y., Aug. 15— 


(JP)—Thirty-three of the 90 ac- 
cused military academy cadets are 
civilians today, most of them slat- 
ed for early dates with their draft 
boards unless they gain 
admit- 


tance to other colleges. 


Their glum exodus from 
the 


academy marked the beginning of 
the greatest mass expulsion in the 
150-year history of the "Point". 


All 90 are accused of violating 


the West Point honor code by 
cheating on examinations. 


Col. James B. Leer, academy in- 


formation officer, said yesterday 
that "almost all" of the departing 
33 had resigned—rather than be 
waived out of the Army under ad- 
ministrative discharges. 


<• The cadets who resigned left 
under an administrative order, 
which implies neither an honorable 


nor a dishonorable discharge. They 
received 30-day emergency leaves. 
When the leaves expire, those not 
already registered 
for 
selective 


service must report to their local 
draft boards. 


Each departing cadet was inter- 


viewed by Maj. Gen. Frederick A, 
Irving, academy superintendent 
Col. Leer said Irving told each ca- 
det he was "confident" they would 
"rise above this and have a suc- 
cessful career." 


At least 10 more of the accused 


cheaters will be fully processed to- 
day and take their 'last walk" 
through the academy gates. The 
remainder of the 90 are expected 
to be gone by the end of the week. 


The'names of the accused cadets 


never have been made public, ex- 
cept when individuals identified 
themselves as part of the grfrup.

loading. Instead of the present $50 
fine the bill calls for a $100 fine 
with an additional $2 for each 100 
pounds of overload.

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Blind Woman Credits Abiding Faith In 
Prayer for Being Able to See Again 


Scranton, Aug. 15— (JP) —A 


Scranton woman who felt "deep 
down in my heart I would see 
again" has had her profound faith 
rewarded. 


Blind 11 years, Mrs. Mary Cerra, 


38, can see again. 


The mother of three children, 


who on Oct. 24, 1940, was stricken 
blind as a result of an optic hem- 
orrhage suffered during childbirth, 
has regained much of her vision 
and can distinguish colors in even 
small objects. 


While physicians are reluctant 


to say whether the restoration is 
of a permanent nature, they con- 
cede such cases are rare. Nor will 
they express an opinion of how the 
miracle-like 'restoration occurred. 


Mrs. Cerra attributes it to her 


constant prayers. "I have a feel- 
ing," she. said firmly, "It all came 
about from them." 


It was several days ago that constant assist* 


Mrs. Cerra 
emerged from 
the 


world of darkness. On that day, 
sitting in the office of Dr. Alexan- 
der Munchak, she noticed 
the 


scales in his office. 


"I can't describe my feelings 


when I saw an object," she said. 
"I remember turning to Dr. Mun- 
chank and saying: "Doctor, am I 
right? Is that a scale over 
there?" 


Since that day it has been one 


thrill after the other for the dark- 
haired brown-eyed woman. 


Biggest thrill of all was the sight 


of her son, Joseph, whose birth, by 
an ironic twist of fate, had cost 
her sight. 


"He's handsome," she said, "just 


handsome." 


Mrs. Cerra, who can read and 


write using the Braille system, 
said she "somehow managed" to 
do her household tasks without

Korea, Aug. 15—(JP)—Red troops, 
counterattacking with mortar and 
machinegun fire, drove United Na- 
tions forces off a hill on the east- 
ern front in the only sizable 
ground action reported in Korea 
today. Allied troops had fought 
for the hillcrest last night. 


The hill is one of five near Kan* 


song, objective of a three-day bat- 
tle. The Reds hold two,, the Al- 
lies two. The fifth hill has been 
under artillerly fire for 36 hours. 


Elsewhere along the front patois 


occasionally stirred up sharp, dead- 
ly fights. 


Four skirmishes were fought on 


the western front outstide the neu- 
tral zone surrounding the Kaesong 
cease-fire talks. 


One Allied patrol fought two 


sharp skirmishes with 
platoon- 


sized Communist units south of the 
five-mile zone. East of Kaesong 
two Red platoons scattered under 
the fire of Allied machineguns and 
mortars. 


Reds opened up on separate Al- 


lied patrols in the Kumsong sec- 
tor of the central front, AP Cor- 
respondent Stan Carter reported. 
In the East an Allied patrol 


skirted the "punch bowl", a valley 
which once swarmed with Com- 
munist troops, without bumping 
into resistance.

Logger Is Seriously 
Injured When Hit 
By a Steel Boom 


A tall steel boom on an over- 


turning log dolly crushed the right 
shoulder of Fred Wright, 38, of 
Route 1, Grand Valley, yesterday 
morning. 


Although the Injury was a seri- 


ous one Mr. Wright's condition' 
at the Titusville Hospital last night 
was good. He -was transferred' to 
Hamot Hospital in Erie todaj*1 


The accident occurred in the Sel- 


kirk vicinity on the Carter and 
Smith lumbering operation where 
Mr. Wright was working on con- 
tract, skidding logs. He was op- 
erating a large diesel caterpillar 
tractor, pulling an empty log dolly. 
The dolly was constructed of steel 
and had two large airplane-type 
tires, also a nine-foot steel boom 
used to lift logs off the ground. 


In some manner the pin con- 


necting the dolly to the tractor 
worked loose. 
The dolly tongue 


dug into the dirt. A cable run- 
ning from the tractor winch to 
the top of the boom flipped the 
dolly over toward the machine. 


The steel beam crashed into 


the caterpillar fuel tank behind the 
driver and smashed into his right 
shoulder. Mr. Wright was dazed 
by the impact but he somehow 
stopped -the machine and shut off 
the motor, although later he did 
not remember having done so. 


One of Mr. Wright's children, 


a boy of about seven playing in 
the area, saw that something had 
happened to his father. 
He 


screamed and attracted the atten- 
tion of a woodcutter, Lewis Hath- 
away of near Spartansburg. Mr. 
Hathaway took the injured man 
in his car to a Pleasantville physi- 
cian for emergency treatment and 
then by the doctor's direction 
brought him to the hospital here. 


The fuel tank on the tractor was 


caved in by the blow but it was 
otherwise" undamaged.

THE RUSSIANS ARE COMING 


The Russians are coining to San Francisco Sep- 


tember 4 to fire some more anti-American propa- 
ganda, warns James Marlow, Associated Press feature 
\vriter in Washington, this time over the Japanese 
peace treaty which this country has taken the lead 
in working out. 


On that date this country invited 50 of its war- 


time partners to the coast city to discuss, agree on, 
and sign the treaty which is nfainly the work of 
John Foster Dulles, Republican lawyer working for 
the State Department. 


Not every country is satisfied with all parts of the 


treaty which already has been distributed for exam- 
ination and criticism in draft form. But the most 
strenuous objection has come from Russia. 


Although the treaty has been in the works for a 


couple of years, it doesn't seem to have attracted 
much attention from, or discussion by, the American 
public. 


Maybe that's because the war, now six years 


ended, seems far away, or Russia has become the 
big center of attention, or the public is just glad to 
get the loose ends of that war cleared up. 


Or it may be the public feels the Japanese can 


be trusted now as an American ally in any trouble 
with Russia. And it's on that very point Russia will 
have plenty to say. 


Under the treaty, as proposed by the U. S., the 


Japanese will be able to rearm and the U. S. will 
be able, by agreement with the Japanese, to keep 
large military forces in Japan just in case of trouble 
with Russia. 


Japan will become this country's strongest Paci- 


fic outpost. After looking at the proposed treaty, the 
Russians at first said they wouldn't take part in the 
San Francisco meeting at all. Now they say they'll 
send a delegation. 


Since the treaty points in dispute between this 


country and Russia are so fundamental, it's impos- 
sible to believe the Russians will change their minds 
or that this country will alter the treaty to please 
Russia. 


So the only purpose for the Russian delegation in 


San Francisco must be to make more anti-American 
propaganda and perhaps try to line up some of the 
other 50 nations against the U. S. 


WHY EDITORS NEED BIG WASTEBASKETS 
Exactly how much printed material is circulated 


by government agencies? To find out, Congress's 
joint committee on reduction of nonessential federal 
expenditures last April bravely added its name to 
every government mailing list in sight, says Path- 
tinder news magazine. 


Enough material poured in to fill a file case a 


week; during one two-day period, 2,226 separate 
pieces of mail were received. Last "fortnight the 
committee ran out of file cases and quit. 


Committee Chairman Harry Byrd (D.-Va.) offered

ation Administration press release entitled: "ECA's 
Dilemma—Can Elephants and Water Buffalos Out- 
work Machinery?" 


"The ECA," cried Byrd, "has found that elephants 


do not like to work in the hot sun, and that in March 
and April they should be sent to a rest camp, and 
also that they should be given about two weeks 
vacation again in October."

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—It never got out, but Illinois Democrat!? 
" National Committeeman Jacob M. Arvey was given serious eon* 
sideration for one of those three Illinois Federal judgeships "nom- 
inated" by Sen. Paul Douglas. Boss Arvey had backed Senator Douglas 
for Democratic primary nomination in 1948, against Truman adminis- 
tration opposition. Douglas won. 


Arvey was known to want the judgeship, though he heads a flour* 
ishing law firm, in Chicago. He resigned his Cook County Democratic 
machine chairmanship after the 1950 elections. For Senator Douglas 
to back Arvey for a judgeship would have been natural.

The Illinois Bar Association finally backed two of the Douglas 
candidates, William H. King, Jr., and Judge Epstein. President Truman 
and Senator Douglas agreed on the third man, Joseph F. Perry.

Friday, August 24 


More than 200 Civil Defense of- 


ficials from the 67 counties 
of 


Pennsylvania will be guests of the 
State Council of Civil Defense, the 
Pennsylvania National Guard and 
the United States Army when 
"Civil Defense Day" will be held 
at Indiantown Gap Military Reser- 
vation August 24th as a part of a 
three day civil and military demon- 
stration culminating with the an- 
nual "Governor's Day on Sunday, 
August 26th, when Governor John 
S. Finej Commander-in-Chief, will 
review the National Guard troops.* 


Declaring that the meeting of 


Civil Defense officials would be 
the largest such meeting yet to be 
held in this Commonwealth, Dr. 
Richard Gerstell, Director of the 
State Council of Civil Defense, 
stated that 'live' 'exhibits and de- 
monstrations would be held 
on 


Friday to acquaint county Civil 
Defense Directors and their De- 
puties with actual problems of 
rescue and disaster work. 


"We will show our officials just 


what it may mean to have to cope 
with a major disaster" Dr. Gers- 
tell said. "We hope that they will 
be able to take home with them 
some conception of the intricate 
planning involved which they will 
be able to transmit to their vol- 
unteer workers in the counties. 


"We will show by actual de- 


monstration," the Director con- 
tinued, "what it really means to 
provide for a thousand 
persons. 


We will show just how many tons 
of fodd it will take to feed that 
number for a three day period. We 
will stockpile the thousands of 
blankets required, all of the medi- 
cal supplies that will be used to 
care for the wounded and disabled. 


"We expect to have fire appar-

One-quarter cup fat, 1 J%- 


pound chicken, cot up; % cup 
minced onion, 1 teaspoon paprika, 
1 teaspoon salt, 2 tablespoons hot 
water, 1 tablespoon flour, % cup 
cold water, % teaspoon lemon 
juice, 1 cup sour cram, 1 table- 
spoon salt, 3 Quarts boiling water, 
8 ounces egg noodles. 


In a large skillet, melt fat; add 


chicken and saute until browned 
on all sides. Add onion and cook 
until tender. Sprinkle paprika and 
1 teaspoon salt over chicken. Add 
2 tablespoons hot water, cover 
tightly and simmer 25-30 minutes, 
or until chicken is tender. 
When tender, remove chicken and 
place in a covered casserole to 
keep warm. Mix together flour 
and cold water until smooth. Add 
to liquid remaining in skillet. 
Simmer, stirring constantly, until 
thickened. Stir in lemon juice.

(Makes 10-12 servings) 


One 4-pound dressed stewing 


ducken, 2 quarts 'water. 1 table- 


spoon salt, 8 ounces spaghetti, H 
pound butter or margarine, 1 me- 
dium green pepper, minced; 1 me- 
dium onion, chopped; 1 4-ounct 
can sliced mushrooms, 
% cut 


flour, 1 pint milk. % pound Amer- 
ican cheese, cubed; % pound sharf 
Cheddar cheese, cubed; salt, freshly 
ground pepper. 


Into a kettle, combine chicken, 


water and salt; cover. Place over 
low heat and cook until chicken is 
tender. Remove meat from bone 
while warm; cut into cubes. Re- 
move excess fat from broth. In 
the kettle, measure 1 quart chicken 
broth, bring to rapid bofl. Grad- 
ually add spaghetti so that broth 
continues to boil. Cook uncovered, 
stirring occasionally, until tender. 


In a large saucepan, mett butter 


or margarine over low heat; add 
green pepper, onion and mush- 
rooms; cook until tender.

Combine chicken, spaghetti and

Local Bowlers To 
Test Range • Finder 
At Arcade Alleys 


The Arcade tenpm lanes, which 


opened for the season several days 
ago, offer local bowlers a chance 
to try out something new in the 
way of proper aiming of a ball for 
strikes and spares. 


The new gadget is the Bruns- 


wick range-finder, and operates on 
virtually the same principle as 
aiming a rifle. 


The range finder consists of sev- 


eral series of dots and arrowheads, 
made of dark wood, imbedded in 
both the approach and the alley 
surface 


Three series of dots appear on 


the approach. Two of these aeries, I 
consisting of a larger dot in the 
center and two smaller circles on 
the wings show a bowler where 
to stand. It eliminates the old sys- 
tem of counting boards, used by 
many "spot" bowlers. A bowler, 
whether he throws a hook, a curve, 
a straight ball or a backup, adjusts 
his approach according to the 
dots.
